Some Aspects of the Protection of 
American Property Interests Abroad 


By MarTIN DOMKE 


Control of foreign funds has an aspect which needs clarifica- 
tion: the control of American-owned funds in foreign countries. 
The protection of these funds is less secure in 1949 than ten years 
ago when such questions were dealt with on the basis of principles 
of international law and not as a matter of political expediency. 
In view of the changing economic and social conditions in nearly 
all countries of the world, new legal problems may no longer be 
approached, much less solved, by old concepts. There is a new 
task for the lawyer which requires what Dean Roscoe Pound has 
called “creative juristic activity.” * 

Two subjects in the vast field of protection of American inter- 
ests abroad may be mentioned: the influence of foreign nation- 
alization legislation on American assets abroad and the effect of 
foreign exchange measures on American ownership of securities. 
Both questions are interrelated inasmuch as they concern the old 
problem of the extra-territorial effect of economic measures of 
foreign legislation. 

In many countries changed conditions in the national life have 
brought about nationalization of industrial and commercial 
enterprises. Such measures are not restricted to the countries 
behind the Iron Curtain. One may recall the International Con- 
ference of American States held at Bogota, Colombia, in 1948. 
At that Conference Mexico, Cuba, Argentina and other countries 
urged that a provision be inserted in Article 25 of the Economic 
Pact whereby all expropriations should be accompanied by just 
compensation only in accordance with the organic law of the

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respective country. The United States insisted upon the elimina- 
tion of that restrictive proviso and won its point by a majority of 
10 to 9.” How the matter may turn out in practice remains an open 
question. 

As far as foreign nationalization legislation concerns American 
interests, there are recent agreements with Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia that American nationals shall be given “adequate and effec- 
tive compensation,” * provisions which turned out to be hardly 
satisfactory for the protection of American investments.‘ An inter- 
esting sidelight appears in the Czechoslovakian situation where 
former Czechoslovakians, now citizens of the United States, claim 
protection for their investments nationalized under 1945 Czecho- 
slovakian decrees. The moral point involved is whether investors 
in a national economy can claim any immunity from the effects 
of nationalization legislation. Moreover, Czechoslovakia refuses 
to recognize any American claim of nationalized citizens since 
the Naturalization Treaty between the United States and Czecho- 
slovakia exempts the recognition of naturalization of a former 
national in the other country when obtained “while his country 
isat war,” ° and the war has not yet officially ended. 

It is true that the Economic Cooperation Act of 1948 (which, of 
course, does not apply to Poland and Czechoslovakia) provides 
that any dispute involving “compensation of a national of the 
United States for governmental measures affecting his property 
rights” shall be submitted to the International Court of Justice 
or any arbitral tribunal mutually agreed upon by the two govern- 
ments whenever the United States Government espouses the 
case.° The question of jurisdiction is, however, not the important 
one. The principle of international law and its application in the 
forthcoming interpretation of the Economic Cooperation Acct is 
far more decisive. The (then) Legal Adviser of the State Depart- 
ment has written: “It can be expected that difficult problems will 
arise in connection with decisions which must be made by this 
Government as to which cases it will espouse under this provision 
and the extent to which we will require of citizens a demonstra- 
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tion that the local remedies are inadequate.”* The primary issue 
in questions of expropriation of American claims abroad is 
whether deferred payments, unrealistic values of exchange or 
domestic investments may be considered as full compensation of 
the former owners. This country will not always be in as favorable 
a position as it now is with Yugoslavia, where following an agree- 
ment of July 19, 1948,* Yugoslavian funds blocked in the United 
States will be made available for the satisfaction of American 
creditors of Yugoslavian debtors under the new scheme of the pro- 
posed International Claim Settlement Act of 1949.° 

A more serious problem will arise under the European Re- 
covery Program when the participating countries nationalize 
the assets of their nationals in this country. Has the United States 
to recognize such legislation under the impact of the Economic 
Cooperation Act of 1948, as an expression of U.S. economic for- 
eign policy, whereby these countries are bound to use their 
national assets abroad for the recovery?” And will the spectre of 
federal court decisions, recognizing the nationalization by the 
Soviet Union of assets located here, appear again with all the 
deplorable effect on the protection of foreign funds?” 

This question is related to another problem of protection of 
American property interests abroad, namely, the recognition of 
foreign exchange legislation. Since the end of the twenties, many 
Latin-American and European countries passed foreign exchange 
measures whereby debtors were not allowed to use their assets 
abroad for the satisfaction of creditors. Such legislation has not 
been recognized in its effect on assets located outside of the legis- 
lating country, and court decisions in many countries of the world 
were unanimous in refuting any extra-territorial application of 
such measures designed to protect the specific national economy. 
It was clearly understood that the power of the national state was 
to be confined to property within its own territorial boundaries. 
Forceful considerations such as those expressed by Judge Patter- 
son in Central Hanover Bank and Trust Company v. Siemens & 
Halske A. G. (“Even if the defendants’ further performance of 
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their promise to pay were impossible in the eye of the {German} 
law, the defendants would still be liable to repay what they had 
borrowed.”) hardly seem possible today, under the impact of 
post-war events.” The Bretton Woods Agreement of 1944 on the 
International Monetary Fund, Article 14 (2) , authorized for the 
post war transitional period “restrictions on payments and trans- 
fers for current international transactions,” and Article 23 (1b) 
and 24 (6) of the Havana Charter for an International Trade 
Organization of March 24, 1948, again refer to the use of ex- 
change controls or exchange restrictions in the transitional 
period. Thus, early court decisions refuting extra-territorial op- 
eration of foreign exchange measures no longer prevail.” In this 
regard, the recent decision of the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Second Circuit, in Egyes v. Magyar Nemzeti Bank” may be men- 
tioned, a case dealing with the use of New York funds of the 
Hungarian National Bank for the service of loans of other Hun- 
garian debtors allegedly guaranteed by the Bank. The decision 
on the merits, namely, the liability of the owner of the funds for 
those debts, is of no specific interest here but only the court’s 
consideration of the Hungarian moratorium decree whereby pay- 
ment under Hungarian law could be made only “without en- 
dangering the continuity of the country’s economic life or other 
vital interests.’” The court referred to a statement of the Eco- 
nomic Adviser to the Hungarian Legation in Washington that 
“the Hungarian Bank was to determine when payments could be 
made compatible with the economic well-being of Hungary.” 
This is reminiscent of the interpretation of Soviet nationalization 
decrees with regard to assets in this country by the Soviet Com- 
missariat for Justice, recognized by American courts.” Interpreta- 
tion of foreign law by officials of the foreign country has been 
permitted, but what seems objectionable is to give decisive value 
to the interpretation of expropriation decrees by the expropriat- 
ing governments themselves so that such interpretation has an 
effect on decisions regarding assets in this country. Such a develop- 
ment has to be feared in the implementation of the European 
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Recovery Program.” This trend may be related to the procedure 
of the Treasury Department in allowing agencies of foreign 
governments to determine in fact whether blocked assets of resi- 
dents of their countries (and not only of their citizens) have to 
be released under the certification procedure of General License 
No. 95, as amended.” The general American interest in this 
matter is that assets in this country, though not pledged for 
specific liabilities, shall be available for satisfaction of creditors 
in usual trade relations, and not at the disposal of foreign govern- 
ments whenever an emergency abroad will justify such appropria- 
tion of foreign funds by the respective governments. 

From the few examples of protection of American property 
interests abroad, it may be seen that a new approach is necessary. 
This is especially true in view of President Truman’s Point Four, 
the “bold new program” to assist underdeveloped areas of the 
world, which in its implementation will require American private 
investments.” 

The lawyer has to use imaginative thinking in order to create 
the tools with which he, as the representative of private clients, 
and the State Department in the broader field of international 
relations, will have to work for the protection of American inter- 
ests. The lawyers in this country should contribute to the main- 
tenance of basic principles of the unwritten international law of 
private property. The words of Lord Mansfield may be recalled: 
“The law does not consist of particular cases, but of general prin- 
ciples which are illustrated and explained by these cases.” Study- 
ing these cases and developing a certain standard of protection of 
private interests of Americans is not only a field for stimulating 
research but also for interesting practice before the courts of this 
country and international bodies such as mixed commissions and 
arbitral tribunals.

Whatever one may think of index-learning, it has been said, 
that he who knows where knowledge may be found is next to 
having it. Those grounded in the classics and the humanities, 
have referred to index-learning in a deprecating manner. Never- 
theless, one of the most engrossing and pleasurable experiences 
is to leaf through a dictionary, or other reference book, and absorb 
a variety of information. When in pursuit of the elusive fact, a 
guide to its whereabouts may be a welcome aid. The list has been 
compiled to fulfill this purpose.
